Irish Party Will Dictate. 
liberal government will return 
to power with a less convincing man- 
date for its policies from the country 
than it counted upon, if the present 
tendency prevails among the remainder 
of the voters the next few days. Its 
allies, the Laborites and Nationalists. 
will practically hold the balance of 
powér, and the Irish party particularly 
will in a position to dictate legisla- 
tion. 

The proposal to reform the house of 
lords counted strongly, and with the 
country people, perhaps more strongly 
than did tariff reform. Scotland and 
Wales stand by the Liberal party, but 
these counties have given general and 
even Unionist gains. 

The results of the pollings for fifty- 
eight seats yesterday were announced 
today, and forty-seven more seats were 
contested today, but returns from less 
than half of the latter have been re- 
ported tonight. London's last borough 
gave its verdict in favor of a Unionist, 
Westminster reelecting W. L.,A. Bur- 
dett-Coutts, with his majority nearly 
doubled. The metropolis has thirty- 
four Unionists, twenty-six Liberals and 
two Laborites, whereas in 1906, thirty- 
eight Liberals were elected in London, 
twenty-one Unionists and three Labor- 
ites. 

“Father of Penny Postage” Wins. 

J. Hennitker Heaton, the “father of 
penny postage,” reclaimed his Canter- 
bury seat by only twenty-one votes, 
having an independent Unionist com- 
peting for the party’s support. Sir 
James H. Dalziel, proprietor of The 
Reynolds Newspaper, keeps his Scot- 
tish seat for the Liberals by a largely 
increased majority. Arthur H. Lee, for- 
merly military attache of the British 
embassy at Washington, retains his 
seat as a Unionist for the South Fare- 
ham division of Hampshire. 

Captain H. Spencer Clay, Unionist. 
whose wife is a daughter of William 
Waldorf Astor, defeated the late Lib- 
eral member, A. P. Hodges. The Right 
Hon. Herbert Louls Samuel, under- 
secretary for the home office, was 
turned in Yorkshire, North Riding, 
Cleveland division. 

The Right Hon. A. Ure, attorney gen- 
eral, was indorsed by his Linlithgow- 
shire constituents by a strong vote.

She Committed Suicide Yesterday by Looping an Apron About Her 
Throwing It Over the Top of Dining

Miss Minnie Finkenstadt 
Commits Suicide. 


Making a loop of a gingham apron 
and placing one end around her neck 
and the other over the top.of the din- 
ing room door, Miss Minnie Finken- 
stadt, aged 35, stood upon a chair in 
her home at 307 Mangum street, yes- 
terday and leaped to her death. 

She was discovered dead at 6:45 
o'clock lest night by her sister, Miss 
Dora Finkenstadt, upon her return 
from work in the city. Despondency 
over continued ill Health is given as 
the motive for the act. She left no 
note giving cause of the deed. 

Coroner Donehoo was notified by 
Police Call Officers Fain and West, 
who were called to the scene !mme- 
diately after the sister kad discoveerd 
the dead body suspended from the din- 
ing room door. An inquest will be 
held, probably today. 

Miss Finkenstadt had been a maid 
at the Piedmont Hotel for three 
years, giving up her position last No- 
vember on account of falling health. 
She lived with her sister, Dora. 

The two sisters saw each other alive 
for the last time at the breakfast 
table Thursday morning. At the time 
Dora Finkenstadt remembers 
hearing her sister state she was feel- 
ing worse than usual, but thought 
nothing of her illness being serious, 
and with a smile bade her goodby for 
the day. Miss Dora Finkenstadt is a 
candy maker at Block’s factory on 
Elliott street. She’did not return to 
lunch. 


Leaped From Chair. 


A chair standing near the suspended 
woman, with fresh scratches on the 
bottom, told plainly the manner in 
which she ended her life. The dining 
table was bare of cloth and tableware, 
and two chairs and the table were all 
the furniture in the room, giving an 
atmosphere of desolateness to the 
scene. 

The gingham apron whfch Miss 
Finkenstadt wore was tied in a loop. 
The knotted end was placed over the 
door. Pulling the door half open, Miss 
Finkenstadt stood in the _ straight 
chair, it is thought, and with her head 
through the loop, swung clear. The 
woman was found with her chin down, 
as if she had placed every nerve at 
tension to stand the fatal shock. Her 
hands hung limply by her side. Her 
feet were some 10 inches above the 
floor. 

A man knocked on the door at noon 
or shortly afterwards, it was learned, 
thinking it was the home of a friend 
whom he wished to see. After knock- 
‘ing several times and receiving no re- 
sponse, the man went to the next 
house and found that he had knocked 
on the wrong door. He ig the only 
person thought to have been near the 
house since morning, and having re- 
ceived no response, the police believe 
that Miss Finkenstadt hung herself be- 
fore noon, and several hours after her 
sister left her. 

Miss Dora Finkenstadt was horrified 
upon returning at night to find her 
sister suspending dead from the door 
in the dining room,”the place where 
they had taken their last meal.

When the 
vote defeating the Democratic 
caucus nominees was announced 
he commented: “It is like Na- 
poleon at Austerlitzs, where he 
said that when the enemy is 
making a mistake, don’t disturb 
him.” 
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Washington, January 20.—Ignoring 
the protests of the Democratic mem- 
bers, the Republican majority in the 
house today ratified their caucus 
nominees for the Ballinger-Pinchot 
investigating committee, ~ displacing 
Representatives Rainey, of Illinois, 
one of the Democratic selections, and 
naming in his stead Representative 
Lloyd, of Missouri, who indicated his 
unwillingness to serve on the commit- 
tee. 

The vote was 186 ayes, 145 noes, 18 
voting present. 

The house first voted down an amend- 
ment offered by Mr. Clayton (demo- 
crat) of Alabama, substituting Rainey 
for Llovd. who announced that he 
would not serve. 

Eighteen Members Didn't Vote. 

Of the eighteen members who 
answered “present,” four—Mann of 
Illinois, McLachlan of California, Lun- 
din of Illinois and Young of New 
York—were regular republicans. 

Cary of Wisconsin, Cooper of Wis- 
consin, David of Minnesota, Lenroot of 
Wisconsin, Lindbergh of Minnesota, 
Poindexter of Washington, Madison of 
Kansas and Nelson of Wisconsin were 
republican insurgents. 

Vice President Sherman today an- 
nounced the following as the senate 
members of the Ballinger-Pinchot com- 
mittee: 

Senators Nelson of Minnesota, Flint 
of California, Sutherland of Utah, Root 
of New York, republicans, and Paynter 
of Kentucky and Fletcher of Florida, 
democrats.

the republican caucus, at once offered 
the names of McCall of Massachusetts, 
Olmstead of Pennsylvania, Denby of 
Michigan, Madison of Kansas, James 
of Kentucky and Lloyd of Missouri as 
members of the committee, all of them 
republican caucus selections. 

Insisting upon recognition by the 
chair, Representative Lioyd announced 
that in the selection of democratic 
members of the committee, the choice 
of the democratic caucus should be re- 
spected. Messrs. James and Rainey 
having been selected by the caucus for 
those places, he declared he could not 
serve upon the committee. 

Clayton Pleads for Fairness. 

After some parliamentary sparring, 
Representative Clayton of Alabama ob- 
tained the floor, and made an impas- 
sioned plea ‘for “fairness.” 

“We democrats,” said Mr. Clayton 
“concede to the republican party the 
right to control this house, but we do 
not concede you right to dictate to the 
democratic party how it shall conduct 
its affairs.” 

Minority Leader Clark then made an 
earnest speech favoring the election of 
Rainey and James, concluding with a 
prediction of troublous times ahead 
should the republicans insist on ig- 
noring the democratic caucus. 

“If there is nothing wrong in the 
interior department,” added Mr. Clark, 
“then neither Mr. James nor Mg. Rainey 
ean find out that there is something 
wrong there; and if there is anything 
wrong, it ought to be brought to the 
light of day. It doesn’t make any dif- 
ference whom it hurts.” 

Taft Objects to Rainey. 

He had heard, he said, that President 
Taft had expressed dissatisfaction with 
the appointment of Mr. Rainey, and in 
& parenthetical way he spoke of his 
admiration for the president. 

“I liked him.” added Mr. Clark, “the 
first time I laid eyes on him. But if 
he did interfere in this matter, {ft is 
coming mighty close to a breach in 
this house.” 

Amid democratic applause, Mr. Clark 
took his seat. 

Mr. Clayton then moved to amend the 
resolution bv substituting the name of 
Rainey for that of Lloyd. The amend- 
ment was defeated by 147 to 192. 

The Currier resolution naming the 
republican . caucus appointees was 
adopted by a vote of 186 ayes, 145 noes, 
18 voting present. 

Representative Rainey has decided to 
acquiesce in the vote of the house 
against him, and is willing that some 
other democrats shall serve on the 
Ballinger-Pinchot committee. . Repre- 
sentative Lioyd will ask to be relieved 
on the ground that the chairmanship of 
the demécratic  congressienal commit- 
tee keeps him too busy to serve. 


CANNON HAS LOST HIS POWER, 
SAYS INSURGENT MURDOCK 

Washington, January 22.—“Leg- 
islative awptocracy. is on the run. 
Its chief exponent, Speaker Cannon, 
has lost his power, and every effort 
whl be made to’gee that his legisla- 
tive system goes. with him,” said In- 
surgent Leader Murdock, of Kansas, 
commenting upon the action of the 
house today in naming the Ballinger- 
Pinchot investigating committee. 

Commenting on the selection of the 
comanttee by the house, Mr. Murdock 
sald: 

“The ferl’issue in the matter of the 
seleetion of an investigating commit- 
tee was whether the house could se- 
lect a cOmmittee at all, and whether, 
when selected, it would be a better 
committee than one selected by the 
speaker. 

“The house has proved that [t can 
select its own committee and it has 
selected a ¢ommittee on which 4ll ele- 
ments of thé house and country are 
represented,° whereas if the speaker 
had selected it, it would have been 
made up of his personal favorites.

So Taft Tells the Chiefs 
of Life Companies. 


Only Recourse of Companies, 
Says the President, Is to Seek 
Common Action by the States. 
Insurance Men Discuss Health 
Problems. 


Washington, January 20.—President 
Taft today, addressing the annua! 
meeting of the Association of Life In- 
surance Presidents, held out no hope 
for the enactment of a federal law to 
govern the companies, and advised the 
executive officers to bend their efforts 
to secure uniform legislation in the 
States. 

“You are here to secure uniformity 
in insurance legislation throughout the 
country,” said the president. “You 
are very sorry that the United States 
may not find in the constitution the 
right to render uniform the insurance 
business througheut this country. Cer- 
tainly the supreme court seems to have 
settied that question. And your only 
recourse, therefore, is to secure such 
common action by the states that the 
result will be similar to a single fed- 
eral act controlling the business. 

Model Law fer District. 

“The only function that the United 
States can perform is to pass a model 
law in the District of Columbia, and 
there show tothe world what congress, 
aided possibly -by a-scientifie commis- 
sion, shall beli@ve t0_be the best kind 
of an insurance law. I shall be very 
giad, insofar as any power lies in me, 
Lo encourage such action. 

“Il have been on the bench, and ! 
have ruled that men must read their 
policies to know what they contain in 
order to have an understanding of 
what the contract is, and | am con- 
scious of never having read any of the 
policies which I have taken out be- 
cause I trusted the man who explained 
to me. But congress, by a model] law, 
can effect a very great purpose, and if 
there is anything I can legitimately do 
to contribute to your object, I shall 
be very glad to do it.” 

In the’ president's audience were a 
dozen or more governors of states and 
nearly 290 leaders of the life insurance 
business in the United States. 

For Public Health. 


The association today discussed plans 
for the conservation of public health 
and measures which may be taken in 
the hope of lengthening the span of 
life. Dr. Walter Wyman, surgeon gen- 
eral of the United States public health 
and marine hospital service; Dr. J. N. 
Rosenau, of the Harvard Medical Col- 
legé, and others spoke on the subject. 
Conservation of the health of policy- 
holders is now so paramount an issue 
with the life insurance companies that 
one of the largest of them is planning 
@ sanitarium for its policyholders. 

Alfred Hurrell, coungel for the in- 
surance department of New York; E. B. 
Craig, of Chattancoga, Tenn, and oth- 
ere addressed the association on the 
subjects of aniform life insurance leg- 
islation and amalgamation of compa- 
nies.

Boettcher identified the suicide as 
a man who came to his store not long 
ago and looked at some diamond 
rings. It was on this plea that the 
Stranger entered today, presumably 
with the intent of robbery. When the 
jeweler started to come from behind 
the counter the stranger pulled a 
chamois bag, filled with sand and 
shot, from his coat pocket and struck 
him a crushing blow on the head. As 
30ettcher reeled the man fired a shot 
at him, which took effect behind the 
jeweler’s left ear. 

The shot brought Mrs. 
down from. her apartments over the 
store and the man fled; leaving one re- 
volver in the store and throwing an- 
other away as he ran along the street. 
Hard pressed by the police, who had 
been attracted by Mrs. Boettcher’s 
screams, the would-be robber was 
seen to raise his hand to his lips and 
swallow hastily. In a moment morte he 
Was: under arrest, and, though appar- 
ently suffering, he walked back to the 
Store where Boettcher identified him ag 
his assailant. 

The prisoner was taken to the police 
station and preparations were begun 
to search him. Here he collapsed and 
died before medical agsistance could 
be summoned. Examination by a 
Syrgeon later showed beyond doubt 
that he had swallowed carbolic acid 
in capsule form. 

Nothing was found on the man to 
indicate his identity. His attempt at 
robbery was a complete failure.

Lincoln, Neb., January 20.—Severa! 
hundred “insurgents,” Nebraska Re- 
publicans, representing, they say, the 
militant. section of the party in Ne- 
braska, held a rally in Lincoln tonight.

Free Trade or Protection?

Except in a few 
isolated areas, like Birmingham and 
Liverpool, all had given an emphatic 
verdict in favor of free trade.

Firm of Roberts, Hall & 
Criss Goes Under. 


Criss Handled the Hocking Coal 
Deal and Was Prostrated by 
Collapse of the Stock --- The 
Liabilities of the Firm About 
$3,000,000. 


New York, January 20.—Roberts, 
Hall & Criss, of New York and. Cin- 
cinnati, were forced to suspend as 
members of the New York Stock Ex- 
ehange today following the two fail- 
ures yesterday brought about by the 
coHapse of the Columbus and Hock- 
ing Coal and Iron pool. Hugh F. 
Criss was the board member of the 
firm, and had charge of the Hocking 
pool on the exchange. He estimates 
the HMabilities of the firm at $3,000,000. 

The feeling among members of the 
exchange is that Criss has been made 
to bear more than his share of fhe 
blame, and that all the participants 
ought to be punished for their part 
in the episode. 

The affairs of all three firms in- 
volved—J. M. Fiske &Co., and La- 
throp, Haskins & Co., which suspend- 
ead yesterday—as well as Roberts, Hal] 
& Criss, are now being investigated 
by the committee on insolvencies of 
the exchange. But it is not unifkely 
that the situation may get beyond the 
jurisdiction of this committee, necessi- 
tating the appointment of a special 
committee with plenary power, such as 
was done in the Rock Island case not 
long ago. 

In announcing the failure of Rob- 
erts, Hall & Criss, the president of 
the exchange said that there were 
peculiar circumstances which call for 
rigid investigation. These cirecum- 
stances, as -Criss’ declarations indi- 
cate, imply bad faith on the part of 
other members of the so-called pool. 
A petition to remove the stock of the 
Columbus and Hocking Coal and Iron 
Company from the list on the stock 
exchange is said to be under consider- 
ation.

Manager Fleming Ad- 
dresses Farmers. 


Of Particular Interest Was Ad- 
dress of Manager of Georgia 
Fruit Exchange Before Farm- 
érs’ Conference at Athens. 


Athens, Ga., January 20.—(Special.) 
Of general and particular interest at 
the Conference of Farmers and Farm- 
ers’ Wives, now in session atthe State 
College of Agriculture, today, was the 
address of Manager I. M. Fleming, of 
the Georgia Fruit Exchange, with 
headquarters in Atlanta, on “Coopera- 


‘tion and the Georgia Fruit Exchange.” 


In part Manager Fleming said: 

“Cooperation among all the grow- 
ers could bring about conditions equal 
the one-man ownership. I have heard 
several very prominent business men 
say that if the farmers of the South 
could get together on similar plans 
to those of the Georgia Fruit Ex- 
change, the cotton problem could’ be 
solved. Confidence’ is the first stone 
in the foundation ef cooperation. 

“Cooperative marketing of the per- 
ishable products of the farm is becom- 
ing very general in the entire coun- 
try, and was brought about by several 
controlling reasons; prominent among 
them was the dishonesty of a certain 
class of commission men, who have 
brought almost the entire commissien 
trade into disrepute. 

“The plan of the exchange is, that 
through the central office, information 
is gotten daily by wire, of all the 
markets and having the control of 
all the cars of its members each day, 
we are in position to so distribute 
the output as to avoid glutted mar- 
kets in one place and empty markets 
in.others. One of the strongest and 
most attractive features of the ex- 
change was its ability to induce the 
trade to come to Georgia and buy 
f.o.b. cars at the shipping point. 

Few Houses Selected. 

“We selected a limited number of 
house in each market to act as selling 
agents, and the houses not selected 
and who had previously made a spe- 
cilalty of Georgia peaches, were forced 
to come down and buy, unless he could 
get his fruit from the man who ws 
not a member, and right here I want 
to point out the injury the man does 
who refuses to cooperate. If he were 
a member, the trade would know they 
would have to buy his fruit if they 
wanted it, but not —r a member 
he leaves the gate open to the solici- 
tation instead of making a buyer of 
him. The man who refuses to come 
such an organization, sits aside 
and enjoys the benefits of better mar- 
mets produced by his neighbors. He

GET LOWER ATE 


Local Dealers Fought Be- 
fore Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 


Washington, January 20.—On less 
than carload shipments of boots and 
shoes from Boston and New York by 
the rail and water route to Atlanta, 
Ga., the interstate commerce commis- 
sion decided today that the rate of 
$1.05 a hundred pounds was excessive, 
and ordered that it be made 95 cents 
a hundred pounds, beginning April 1. 


This is a decisive victory for the 
Atlanta boot and shoe dealers, and is 
the result of a long-standing fight. 

When the boot and shoe convention 
met in Atlanta in 1904 the rate of 
$1.05 a hundred pounds was fixed, but 
a special rate of 85 cents a hundred 
vas allowed on carload lots. This rate 
cents soon got to be a regular 
quantity rate. The railroads decided 
that this was entirely too low, and 
gave notice that the old rate‘of $1.05 
would be resumed. The Atlanta deal- 
ers then filed a bill of injunction in 
the federal court. 

The injunction was granted pending 
a hearing before the Interstate Com- 
metce Commission, and the above de- 
cision was rendered by them yester- 
day. 

This will mean the saving of thou- 
sands of dollars for the Atlanta mer- 
chants and may mean a reduction in 
the price of shoes.

They come into Atlanta late, leave later and get to south Georgia points 
still further behind their schedule time. 

Trains on two roads, carrying mail and passengers from extensive west- 
ern sections, which have and would make, if on time, important east and 
west connections, have made the interesting record of not having been 


once on time since the beginning of the new year. 

7 They have been running each day, for three weeks, anywhere from one 
to twelve hours late. 
| Do the railroads expect the public to submit calmly and without pro- 
test to this sort of service? 

In Waycross, for instance, according to current dispatches, the arrival! 
of a train on time has become so extraordinary an occurrence as to call for 
general comment. 

And Waycross is only one of many south Georgia cities which are 
suffering from the same sort of experience. 

Delayed trains throughout the state spell demoralization—demoralization 
in business, in travel, in convenience and comfort of the people. 

The extent and regularity of these delays has become such as to affect. 
wide areas, reached by local connections of the late trains; and then again, 
in respect to mails, by rural] free delivery routes upon which the carriers 
leave early in the morning, and where a delay of an hour or more in getting 
| the mail to the distributing postoffice means a delay of twenty-four hours 
lin its delivery to those for whom it is intended. 

Business transactions of immediate consequence and importance are as 
often dependent upon prompt delivery of the mails; a letter is forwarded 
one day and an answer expected the next. 

But under presént conditions there is no dependence to be put in mai 
delivery; it may take three or four days to get the reply which should have 
come in twenty-four hours. 

To what extent delayed trains take toll of the industry and energy of 
Georgians by keeping them waiting for hours at stations for trains due in 
the morning, but which may not come until night, is incalculable. 

These conditions are becoming well-nigh intolerable, as they were a 
couple of years ago, when today’s trains had the habit of running on yes- 
terday’s schedules, 

There is a chance here for important and valuable public service.

The lesses of the Georgia railroad, 
the L. & N. and Atlantic Coast Line 
own and control $388,900 of these de- 
bentures. They fought in the courts 
for a long time to evade the taxes 
upon this issue, but the courts decided 
against them. They then had these de- 
bentures transferred to a trustee non- 
resident and in this way tried to avoid 
the taxes. 

This plan has failed them, they now 
seek their retirement with new stock 
issued to old stockholders at par, thus 
giving the present stockholders new 
stock at par, that is as valuable as 
the old, worth now $160 per share, and 
herd to get at that and, in addition, rid 
themselves of taxation on $388,900 
worth of debentures. 

It might be well for the comptroller 
to keep his eagle eye on this little 
game and join the railroad commission 
in an effort to see that the state of 
Georgia is fairly and justly treated anda 
that the taxpayers of the state and the 
patrons of this road are not imposed 
upon. 

In fact, the real object of this 
doubling of capital stock is to get 
the debentures out of the way at the 
tax gathering. 

We, of course, don’t pretend to say 
what will be the final result of this 
venture, but we feel safe in advising 
the stockholders of the A. & W. P. 
railroad to let “well enough alone,” to 
continue the present policy, to by all 
means double track the road, but pay 
for it out of earnings and surplus 
profits. 

Don’t load this valuable property 
down with issues of stocks and bonds 
and then ask the people to pay increased 
rates of freight and passengers to hel»v 
pay interest and dividends upon same, 
expecting the railroad commission tv 
accede to your request.

John M. Slaton, of the 
Georgia senate, is now engaged in 
reading up on the automobile laws 
of the Eastern states, with a view to 
introducing an automobile measure at 
tre coming session of the general as- 
sembly, which will regulate the speed 
of autos in Georgia. President Slaton, 
who has only recently returned from 
New York city, where the question of 
atitommoblle regulations as being agi- 
tated, is daily in receipt of papers, 
ietters and suggestions from Eastern 
parties imterested in securing 4 unt- 
form iaw fcr all of the states. 

The press of New York city is carry- 
ing on a campaign of education in the 
matter of speed legislation, and do- 
ing much to create and crystallize 
sentiment into a state law for New 
York state, where there are probably 
more machines than any other state 
in the union. 

“We want a law that will be fair 
both to the public and to the automo- 
bile owner,” said President Slaton. 
“We don’t want a bill that will be so 
drastic as to at once defeat its own 
ends. That has been our chief trouble 
heretofore. But we must have a law 
that will restrain the speed maniacs, 
these fellows that go tearing up and 
down the country roads at fifty and 
sixty miles an hour. They are a men- 
ace not only to the public, but to the 
careful automobile driver as well. 

“A speed of twenty to twenty-five 
miles an hour on a country road, free 
from obstacles, should be fast enough 
for the most daring. In town the 
speed should be brought down to the 
demands made by congested traffic. 
But there will have to be a law which 
witil inact unishment for those who 
endanger life and property by fast and 
reckless driving through the country.”

Without placing the blame on any 
paiticular person, the committee's re- 
port states the evidence shows: 

That fifteen patients of one ward 
were bathed In the same water in a 
bathtub; that the foulest water clos- 
ets are located within a few feet of 
an outdoor kitchen; that there are fo 
screens about these closets: that the 
bodies of dead patients are buried one 
on top of another in the same lot. 
With as little consideration as if they 
were sO many dogs; that cholera hog» 
and the dead are kept in the same 
lot; that the wards, even of the white 
women, are overrun with vermin and 
the patients are allowed to go un- 
kempt and ragged. 

Many Cases of Brutality. 

The report also states that many 
attendants are reported illiterate and 
brutal, many cases of brutality being 
reported, and that the food served the 
patients is badly prepared by persons 
who never learned to cook and is 
served in dirty, greasy tin dishes, and 
government reports are quoted to 
show that in the South Carolina hos- 
pital the death rate is the highest in 
the United States, 21.54 per cent, as 
compared with a general average of 
ll per cent. 

It is estimated that it will require 
$350,000 to put the plant in proper 
shape, and it is suggested the present 
plant be sold, the land being worth 
$400,000, and two plants, to cost 
$500,000 each, be erected by the state 
elsewhere. 

Minority Report. 

A minority report submitted by three 
members of the commission disagrees 
with the main features of the majority 
report. It holds that the lack of funds 
to put the institution on a modern 
basis, due to the state’s heavy indebt- 
edness, is the principal source of trou- 
ble. It states that the patients, as a 
rule, are well cared for; that the food 
served is of good quality and well 
ccoked, and that the management of 
the state’s.farm is systematic and effi- 
client. 

The minority report states that it is 
unnecessary to create a great debt for 
the state in the purchase of new sites, 
and that the expenditure of about $30,- 
000 annually for several years will 
meet the requirements of the situation.

Washington, January 20.—(Special.) 
The feature of today’s exercises of 
the “House of Governors,” which par- 
ticularly impressed Governor Brown, 
was a paper by Governor Eben 8. 
Draper, of Massachusetts, on state 
regulation of automobiles. 

There are 20,000 automobiles in Mas- 
sachusetts, and Governor . Draper 
showed that state regulation had be- 
come a necessity. He suggested that 
possibly an automobile commissioner 
was needed in every state, whose du- 
ties would be similar to those of the 
state railroad commissioners. He sald 
that Massachusetts required annual 
registration with the highway commis- 
sion, 
varying from $5 to $25. A license fee 
is also charged against operators. 

Governor Brown believes that state 
regulation of automobiles is needed in 
Georgia to prevent reckless driving, 
and protect those who use the public 
roads in a reasonable way from the 
menace of speed-mad maniacs, 

Just a School for Governors, 

The final sessions of the conference 
were marked by a divergence of views 
among the governors as to the wisdom 
of the state executives as a _ body, 
passing resolutions for or against any 
given proposition. Several governors 
maintained that the greatest good 
would be accomplished by a courageous

“If that fact appears to his satis- 
faction,” he added, “and the requisition 
papers show upon the face of them 
that'the other requirements of the con- 
stitution and the act of congress have 
been complied with, then I maintain 
that he has no alternative but to hon- 
or the requisition made and issue his 
extradition warrant to the agent of 
the state making the demand.”
